fairs, and  fhall  appoint  and  commif 
fion  all  officers  in  the  fame,  below’ 
the  rank  of  general  officers  ; fhall 
have  power  to  grant  pardons  for  of- 
fences againft  the  lame,  and  reprieves 
for  thofe  againft  the  United  States, 
until  the  decifion  of  the  Prefident 
thereon  lhall  be  known. 

Sec.  2.  There  fliall  be  a fecreta- 
ry,  whofe  commiflion  fliall  continue 
in  force  for  four  years,  unlefs  foon- 
er revoked  by  the  Prefident  of  the 
United  States,  who  fliall  refide  in 
the  faid  territory,  and  whofe  duty  it 
fliall  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
governor,  to  record  and  preferve  all 
the  papers  and  proceedings  of  the 
executive,  and  all  the  adds  of  the 
governor  and  of  the  legiflative  body 
and  to  tranfmit  authentic  copies  of 
the  fame  every  fix  months  to  the 
Prefid-nt  of  the  United  States.

COMPANY.  ■ | 

THE  attentionof  the  public  has 
been  invited  to  the  Kentucky  Infur- 
ance  Company,  by  fome  anonymous 
writers  in  the  Gazettes.  It  is  con- 
tended, that  the  charter  Ihould  bi 
withdrawn,  or  materially  changed. 
Some  of  the  reafons  for  this  opinion 
are — firft,  that  the  exclufive  privi- 
lege is  unconftitutional ; fecondly. 
that  the  fummary  mode  of  recovery 
is  partial;  thirdly,  that  there  is  no 
fecurity  to  the  public  againft  a bank- 
ruptcy of  the  Company;  fourthly, 
that  the  inftitution  will  Twallow  if 
the  circulating  medium.  On  theft 
points  I’ll  make  fome  very  brief  re 
marks. 

Firft,  that  the  conllitution  forbids 
any  exclufive  privilege  to  be  grant- 
ed. The  Company’s  charter  exclu- 
ded all  other  incorporations'  of  the 
fame  kind,  for  a certain  number  of 
years.  This  might  poflibly  be  con 
ftrued  to  be  included  in  the  above 
conllitutional  provifion — But  why 
the  Legiflature  granted  it,  or  the 
Company  alked  it,  I don’t  know  ; for 
there  does  not  exift  a probability, 
that  a lerious  application  for  ano- 
ther charter,  of  the  kind,  will 
be  made,  for  a confiderable  length 
of  time.  It  is  true,  fome  feints 
have  been  alrt  ady,  but  I doubt  not, 
they  were  nothing  more  than  111a 
noevres,  in  aid  of  the  oppofition  to 
the  prefent  Company.  One  eftab- 
lifliment  of  the  kind  is  enough  for 
the  commerce  of  Kentucky  at  pre 
fent,  and  moft  likely  will  be  fo  for 
many  years.  But  independent  of 
this  circumftance,  both  parties  ought 
to  have  called  to  mind,  that  not 
withllanding  the  exclufive  grant, 
when  any  l'ubfequent  Legiflature 
fliould  think  it  expedient,  they  would 
withdraw  the  charter;  confequent- 
ly  this  exclufive  provifion  was  need- 
iefs,  and  might  be  (as  is  really  the 
cafe,)  withdrawn,  without  affe£ling 
tile  intereft  of  the  Company.

ry,  upon  enquiry  he  is  told,  that  if 
by  any  poflible  chance  the  Company 
fliould  fail,  his  individual  property 
.’.uil  become  a facrifice  to  the  Com- 
pany’s creditors,  belides  the  lofs  of 
the  few  hundred  dollars  which  he  is 
willing  to  adventure  with  the  Com- 
pany.— He  at  once  retradls — he 
will  not  for  the  chance  of  a fmall 
annual  gain,  place  his  ail  in  jeopar- 
dy. The  confequence  would  be,  ei- 
ther that  the  ih  ire-holders  would 
diflolve  the  inftitution,  or  infurance 
would  be  greatly  enhanced — Com- 
merce obftruflcd,  and  the  .price  of 
produce  reduced;  becaufe  the  Com- 
pany could  not  infure  fo  low  when 
rifque  is  increafsd,  nor  the  flapper 
give  fo  generous  a.  price  to  the  iar- 
iier.  when  inlurance  is  augmented. 

Fourthly,  that  the  ir.ftiuuion-will 
fwallow  up  tbe  circulaiing  medium 
— That  all  the  money  in  the  coun- 
ry  will  be  locked  up  in  the  Com- 
pany’s chefts. 

The  Company’s  capital  as  above 
obferved,  is  one  hundred  thoufand 
dollars  ; this  fum  is  furmlhed  by  the  V 
fltare-holders,  who  have  an  unquefti- 
mable  right  to  do  what  they  pleafe 
with  their  own  money — This  money 
night  have  been  lying  idle  in  their 
ndividual  chefts,  but  they  being  de- 
mons of  rendering  it  productive, 
were  induced  to  purchafe  (hares  in 
the  Company,  that  it  might  bring 
intereft.  If  they  had  not  done  fo, 
this  money  might  ftill  have  remain- 
ed dead  to  all  the  p *rpofes  of  cir- 
culation: or  it  might  have  been 
fent  to  the  Ejftward  to  purchafe 
ftock  in  other  Companies  or  Banks.

He  then  read  in  Itali- 
an the  refolutions  palled  by  the 
Confulta,  in  which,  after  declaring 
the  government  of  the  Italian  Re- 
public an  hereditary  monarchy,  on 
the  fame  principles  as  thofe  which 
cor.Hitute  the  government  of  the 
French  empire,  they  declare  NeHo- 
lean  Bonaparte,  King  or  Italy, 
and  the  throne  hereditary  in  bis  di- 
rect andlegitiwate  male  dcfcendants, 
natural  or  adoptive.  They  declare 
ilfo,  that  the  crovyn  of  Ita'y  can  on- 
ly be  un;ted  to  the  crown  of  France 
in  bit  perfon;  and  that  no  future 
Emperor  of  France  (hall  be  at  the 
ime  time  King  of  Italy.  At  the 
dine  time  whilft  they  give  him  the 
ight  of  refigning  the  crown  and  na- 
ming his  fucceffor  during  his  life- 
time, they  exprefs  their  opinion  that 
he  cannot  make  uf*  of  it,  without 
compromifing  the  fafety,  integrity, 
md  independence  of  the  Hate,  fo 
long  as  the  French  armies  (hall  ocu- 
py  the  Kingdom  of  Naples,  the 
Russian  armies  Corfu , and  the  Bri- 
tish Malta,  and  so  long  as  the  penin- 
sula of  Italy,  shall  be  menaced  with 
being  made  every  moment  the  field  of 
battle  of  the  greatest  powers  of  Eu- 
rope. 

Bonaparte  accepting  the  proffered 
crown  with  great  willingnefs,  re- 
minded the  Confulta  of  the  benefits 
he  had  conferred  on  them,  and  ac- 
knowledging that  the  feperation  of 
the  crowns  of  Italy  and  France, 
might  at  prefent  be  fatal  to  the  ex- 
iffence  of  the  former,  confented  to 
keep  the  crown,  till  the  moment 
(liould  arrive  in  which  he  (liould  be 
able  to  place  it  on  a younger  head , 
“ who  (hall  continue  my  wo'lt,  and 
be  ready  to  lacrafice  his  life  to  th^ 
liappinefs  of  the  people,  over  whom 
Providence,  the  conffitution,  and  my 
will,  (hall  h<tve  called  him  to  reign.

Capt.  Newcome 
got  ready  for  fen  will,  all  poflible  dif- 
patch  — at  2 1 . iva.  itood  out,  with  a 
ight  breeze  from  the  north : atj, 
the  privateers  got  under  way  wifa 
their  prize:  at  half  after  3,  Capt. 
Newcome  fired  a fignr.!,  and  hoifted 
his  colors,  which  not  being  attended 
to,  he  fired  two  guns — the  privateers 
(till  crouded  all  fail  and  kept  the 
prize — Capt.  N.  then  fired  a broad- 
lide,  which  was  returned  by  both 
prir  teers,  when  a warm  aiSliou  com- 
menced, and  lifted  for  u hour, 
when  the  privateers  abandoned  the 
fchooner,  and  Iheered  off  with  crou- 
ded fail.
